While the text of the dis­ 
patch is not to be made public, Secretary 
Hay stated that it showed a very >*atis- 
factory condition of uffatrs in the Philip­ 
pines, and pointed to a s* (dement of the 
difficulties there. 
The reply of the president to Professor 
Schunnan’s cablegram, it is under.-tood, 
stated that he wa> v* ry anxi>>o> t<* havt* 
the {s ¡ic" n* got in t ion* c< included at the 
earl if «t possible moment, and to this end 
he desired that no unnecessary or hu* 
milmtmg cfuiditiotis should bo imposed 
upon the insurgents. 
It i« believed in ailminlxtration circl s 
that as soon as Aguinaldo is convinced 
of the sincerltv of th* American govern­ 
m ent he will agree to surrender.

his arm«.

States. 
The agreement does not amount to a 
seizure of the lands in China defined as 
being within either of the two spheres,

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quired in them by either of the parties 
to this agreement, the United States, it 
ha« been stated, will not be the subject 
of any discrimination in commercial or 
trade matters. 
Such rights as are now 
possessed in treaty ports will coutinuo 
to be enjoyed freely by the United 
States. 
In view of the fact that the re­ 
cent agreement presented new and im­ 
portant features through the inclusion 
for the first tine' in the territory subject 
to it of cities that had long been treaty 
ports, this assurance is regarded here as 
of the greatest value.

PROFESSOR LAUGHL1N 


lteptk-s to Criticism s of His Speech 
Against Expansion. 
Chicago, May ff.—Professor J. Laur­ 
ence Langhlin of the Chicago Univer­ 
sity, one of the speakers at the “ autiex- 
pansioQ meeting” in this city last Sun­ 
day, ha.« sent to The Times-Herald a re­ 
ply to the editorial criticisms of a por- 
tiou of his remarks. 
He says: 
"The 
phrase used iu my speech, ‘there (in the 
Philippines) tli© flag is a symbol of 
tyranny and butchery,* has caused more 
or less criticism throughout the country. 
I used the word ‘tyranny’ because the 
flag is there wrongly made to represent 
an unamencau policy of oouqupst for 
the subju^utiou of an inferior r a e 
against their will by a great and power­ 
ful nation. 
I 
‘butchery’ because 
the indiscriminate slaughter of natives 
by offensive military operations in an 
unholy w ar of subjugation c^n be called 
by no other name. 
“I am not attacking th" flag, but a 
policy—a policy which makes our hon­ 
ored flag atn 1 in the Philippine« for 
oonquest and subjugation. 
I am more 
truly loyal to the flag in demanding that 
it shonld be used only as a symbol of 
liberty tliau those who are willing to 
see the rta_r wave as an emblem of ex­ 
pansion and conquest. 
It is strange 
that thoughtless intolerance can go so 
far as not to distinguish between my 
loyalty to the flag and my loyalty to a 
policy which dishonors the flag. 
I wish 
it to be understood that 1 yield to no 
man in my admiration for the bravery 
of the men and the skill of officers in 
the army and navy.”

The case of Hunt is especially 
noteworthy, as he was the man who re­ 
mained with Lansdale and Monaghan 
on the field of battle after the retreat 
had been sounded. 
Lansdale had been

his aid, and the tvro were cut-off from 
the rest of the party. 
Hunt, seeing 
their plight, left the ranks and ran to 
their assistance. 
In the fight Lansdale 
and Monaghan were killed aud Hunt 
was struck down by a blow with a club. 
In the quarrel over the possession of the 
arms, Hunt managed to get on his feet 
and a blow from an ax, intended .to de­ 
capitate him, fell short, but cut off one 
of his ears. 
He afterward reached the 
brush and, though almost dead from 
loss of blood, was rescued by his com- 
pauions. 
The wouuded men were rant 
to Auckland for medical treatm ent.

Feature« of the Burine**# W orld Is 
Consolidation of Industries. 
New York. May 8.—Brad street today 
says: 
That this is indeed an era of 
trade aud industrial combinations seems 
evident from the long list of announ"e- 
menta of new consolidations, rumored 
or actually floated, coming to public 
view this week. Whether this tendency 
ha« a- yet reached its culmination can­ 
not, of course, be easily predicted, but 
in some liue9 of industry, the announce­ 
ments of projected consolidations would 
seem to have left little room for further 
operations of this kind. 
Easily first in 
thi« direction in the gigantic iron and 
steel combination, 
announced 
with 
seeming confidence as iu process of for­ 
mation. 
Second only to this, however, 
is the actual floating of the groat copper 
combination. Outgrowths, as these great 
combinations are, of immense industrial 
changes in many lines, they possess a 
special interest in tho world of trade 
and finance because of the immense ag­ 
gregations of capital or industry in­ 
volved in their proj<xtion and carrying 
out to a successful finish. 
j 
While wholesale trade continues of a 
between season volume, every general 
evidence is forthcoming that the aggro-1 
gate is in excess of last year’s undeni- j 
ably good proportions, and retail de­ 
mand is of an encouraging character. 
That the volume of fall business 
b«x)kod is in excess of the general aver­ 
age is very generally conceded. 
Ad­ 
vances in prices and reported great acti­ 
vity abroad point to the wide spread de­ 
mand for iron and steel and render less 
doubtful the hold of American products 
on foreign markets. 
The tone of general values is notably 
strong for this season of the year, a 
prominent exception bein^r pork and hog 
products gem-rally, which have been th© 
subj«3ct of bearish manipulation. 
Oereals are generally firm, cash wheat 
b« mg fractionally liigher at the seaboard 
on interruption to movement by the 
w ater route, caused by the grain han­ 
dlers’ strike at Buffalo, while the option 
business is in a waiting stage pending 
the government report on wheat condi- 
ti« 
aud acreage n« xt week. 
A special feature this week is the ac­ 
tivity in building aud in real estate re­ 
ported from a number of widely seper- 
ated section.«, and lumber aud building 
material» g« uerally are firm and tend­ 
ing upward.
